2 . Backg ro und : 

•This Office long has recognized the Community 
problems (too many cleared people, too much, 
compartmented material) with the current compart - 
mentation systems and has supported efforts over 
the years to address and adopt resolutions to them. 

•There is a need for a strong DC I position 
implementing the E.O. 12055 call for revision of 
coapartmentation programs as related to sources 
and methods. The APEX proposal seems to answer 
that need in the best form seen to date. 

•The APEX proposal appears to be an honest 
effort to provide the producer and the consumer 
with voices in establishing rules of compartiaenta- 
t i on and in determining what should be compart - 
mented. This is most desirable and should go far 
in resolution of a historical problem that places
